arccn Giant officials point out 
that the spraying Is experimental 
and while they feel sure some con- 
trol ls Wing Achieved. It will be im- 
poMlble to determine the degree ot 
coritrol until the corn Is harvested. 
Effort being made to apray the 
Ilelds At the start ot Ihe tassllng 
filnge. The three machines will 
cover from 135 to 150 acres a day. 
Officials expect to be able to cover 
the major part ot the 3,860 acres 
which ate planted lO awtel corn In 
the area. 

The company la pioneering the 
field of high-row spraying with the 
machines in this area. Since they 
were not orlglnnlly Intended for use 
In corrugated fields, only time will 
tell how well they will stand up 
under thts rougher treatment, ot- 
tlclals said. Ability of the. machine 
M .strsddle rows ot corn lour feet 
or more In height l.s due to the fact 
that In place of a regular rear axle 
on the tractor power Is transmitted 



to the rear wheels by a Rcrles ol 
Chain drives above the corn rows 
and back dow'n la the wheels. The 
sprayer ha.s two hydraulic booms 
which lower and ral.se according to 
the height of the com. Noiilc(i on 
the tmom are so arranged a.^ to 
spray a row on either side. Ten 
rows at a time ar* covered by the 
sprayer. 

Cost ot the operation Is being 
paid by the company. The spray 
is a DDT emulsion. In' addition to 
the tractor operator a "pilot" rides 
the sprayer to control the booms 
and to check the spray to be sure 
a nozzle doesn't t>ecomc plugged. 
Oran Scholl, plant manager, has 
D explanation for the unusually 
heavy worm Infestation this year. 
Several weather factors have re- 
ceived blame, one ot them being the 
unusually cool, damp weather this 
spring and early summer. Another 
theory Is that since a blanket ot 
' covered the ground early last 
winter and remained most ot the 
time, the Insects were not frozen as 
they pKibably have been In past 
winters.
